3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the search 
results indicate that.the aluminum compound of the instant claims is novel. The cited X- 
reference of the International Search Report, Small (GB 889444), teaches an aluminum 
compound such as p-ethoxy phenyl aluminum diethyl. While the chemical composition 
of Small's aluminum compound is similar to those of the instant claims, it is noted that 
Small's p-ethoxy phenyl aluminum diethyl is not capable of forming a 6-bond between 
the oxygen atom and aluminum atom. Furthermore, applicants have shown superior 
activity when the aluminum compound of formula (I) with the effective 6-bond is used as 
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cocatalyst compared with similar aluminum compounds without the effective 5-bond, 
therefore, the aluminum compounds of the Instant claims are not an obvious variation of 
the cited prior art and are deemed to be novel.
